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Robot comprising a base, an arm, a slide, a gripper, 
actuators and pulling elements 
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Robot whereby the gripper is movable by means of cams, 
spiral and axial grooves 
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Robot which comprises a housing 
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Robot whereby the actuators are distributed on the base at 
the same height 
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Robot with mobile frame 
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Conveyor system with a conveyor and a robot and method for 
packaging foods in which use is made of such a conveyor 
system 
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
